Repealing, at a special election, 
of the San Bernardino County 
charter, described as “notoriously 
inadequate,” which fixed a salary 
schedule for county officers that 
“ig little less than disgraceful,’ 
was recommended by the 1925 
Grand Jury in its final report filed 
in Superior Judge Benjamin F.

So far as crime is concerned, 
there was but little to come be- 
fore the Grand Jury, as the of- 
ficers of our.county whose duty it 
is to look after matters of this 
character are handling their work 
in an exceedingly satisfactory and 
commendable manner. 

As to the financial affairs of the 
county, we find that the Board of 
Supervisors have inaugurated a 
system which is a credit to that 
hody. They have in force a ruling 
that the auditor of the county 
checks all the various offices of 
the county and that all moneys re- 
ceived from whatsoever source 
must be paid in to the county 
auditor; and, in*turn, the Board 
of Supervisors have a_ regularly 
licensed auditor who has audited

Mahoney Brought to Inquest 
by Officers After Failing to 
Make Appearance at Morn- 
ing Session 


Paul F. Mahoney, builder, and 
the building inspection department 
of Pasadena were blamed for the 
collapse of a private grandstand 
which caused the death of three 
and the injury of 250 persons 
during the Tournament of Roses 
parade at Pasadena-‘Friday, in a 
verdict of. a coroner's jury today 
at the inquest in the deaths of 
two persons in the accident. 

The charge against the builder 
of the grandstand was that the 
structure ‘was improperly con- 
structed, while “gross  careless- 
ness” in inspection is charged to 
the building department. 

Jury Quick to Reach Verdict 

The jury reached its decision af- 
ter about ten minutes of delibera- 
tion at the conclusion of three- 
fourths of a day of hearing of 
testimony. When Foreman F. J. 
Thompson made the jury’s report 
verbally to Coroner Nance, he 
named A. C. Shaver, chief city in- 
spector, and C. B. Bucknell, dep- 
uty inspector of the city build- 
ing department, but explained that 
the jury intended the charges to 
be against the entire city depart- 
ment and not the two men alone. 
The written verdict did not quote 
the names of the two men. 

Mahoney, brought to the inquest 
by officers after he had failed to 
attend the morning session, refus- 
ed to testify on the advice of his 
counsel. More than twenty wit- 
nesses were heard. O. D. Hunt, 
who acted as city manager of | 
Pasadena for a short time, testi- 
fied that he had recommended re- 
moval of the work of the city 
building inspection to the engin-! 
eering department and charged 
that the building inspectors in the | 
inspection department were incom- | 
petent.

Upland Auto Camp, Wire 
From G. A. Hanson Grove. 
| Officers in Long Chase 


C. W. Penturf, age 34 years, of 
Highland, drew fines aggregating 
$85 yesterday when he was found 
guilty on two petty larceny 
charges and on a charge of carry- 
ing concealed weapons. 

Penturf as arrested by Officers 
L. E. Kronmeyer, Carmen Lehman 
and Frank Freeman, after they 
had chased the man for several 
miles in a light delivery truck in 
which he was carting away sev- 
eral valuable potted plants and 
ferns which he had stolen from 
K. G. Brown at the Upland Auto

The lLieutenant-Governor 1s president of 
the State Senate. He hoids powerful control 
in the appointment of all committees of that 
body, which is the upper house of the state 
legislature. 

That control of itself, has many times 
been final in legislation. 

The Lieutenant-Governor is in direct, line 
of suecession to the Governorship in event 
the Governor shall die or resign during his 
term of office, or shall be disqualified from 
serving from any legal cause. 

Such a chance has occurred several times in 
the political history of the state. The most 
recent shift took place when Governor Hiram 
W. Johnson resigned in March, 1917, to be- 
come United States Senator and was suc- 
ceeded by Lieutenant-Governor William D. 
Stephens. The next earlier change occurred 
when Governor Washington Bartlett died in 
office in 1887, after serving only nine months. 
His place. was taken by Lieutenant-Governor 
R. W. Waterman. This had great effect po- 
litically upon the state government, for Gov- 
ernor Bartlett was a Demeocrat and his suc- 
cessor a Republican. 

The position carries with it a salary of 
$4000 a year.

the total up to at least 210,000 cars. The Cit- 
rus Fruit Growers Exchange sold their fruit 
for a total of $122,245,523, even though the 
shipments were 10,000 cars less than in 1924. 

Despite this falling off in shipments, the net 
returns for 1925 were 75 per cent more than 
the previous year. The story of the walnuts 
shipped from California during the year may 
be briefly told. The shipments comprised 2000 
carloads, each containing fifteen tons, and the 
value of these nuts, at opening prices, was ap- 
proximately $13,500,000.. California’s grape 
shipments during 1925 amounted to between 
72.000 and 75,000 carloads, the last named fig- 
ure being, in all probability, the nearer to 
the exact number. 

Let us consider the matter of the shipments 
of perishables (fruits and vegetables) in train- 
loads during the year. On a basis of 300 work- 
ing days, omitting Sundays and holidays, these 
shipments equaled a daily average of 700 cars, 
or fourteen solid trains of 50 ears each. In 
brief, a train of fifty cars every working hour 
of the day from the state of which it has been 
said, ‘‘it has nothing but climate.’’ 

Including the several nuts and olives, the 
bearing fruit acreage of the state is only a 
little under 1,000,000 acres, with 
250,000 acres which will be bearing by 1927. 
Along with these come ‘the 600,000 acres in 
grapes now in bearing, and about 75,000 not

yet bearing. 

Taking all fruits and grapes, the total bear- 
ing shows over 1,500,000 acres, with another 
400,000 aeres coming in. The vegetable acre- 
age, not including potatoes and onions, but 
including cantaloupes, reached nearly 220,000 
last, and promises to pass the 225,000 acre 
mark for 1926.

It will take several thousand more new re- 
frigerator cars of modern type, however, to 
handle the output. The railroads can now 
figure their revenues from the fruit and vege- 
table industry in the millions per month, not 
simply a few millions per year. 

California today has twenty shippers aver- 
aging over 1000 cars per year each, where it 
had five just a year or so ago. 

The fruit and vegetable shipments of Cali- 
fornia have now passed out of the primary 
class, showing, however, better than 200,000 
ears a year. The increase ‘to 300,000 cars will 
arrive before the several large railroads are 
fully prepared for the development, that is, 
if the eastern demand can be kept at the same 
ratio of increase.

Persons who regard as-unlikely the sugges- 
tions of mental and physical tests as legal 
prerequisites to a marriage license had not 
better beguile themselves into thinking that 
movements back of them are inconsequential.

At the first meeting held by the 
Grand Jury, a committee of three 
was appointed to investigate each 
county office and this investigation 
was carried on in a very thorough 
manner. Your Grand Jury unhesi- 
tatingly goes on record with you 
that the affairs of San Bernardino 
County are in splendid shape, wit» 
no criticism to offer of any office 
or officer. It would be difficult to 
try to select the office that is 
best serving the people. 

Purchases Commended 

Referring at this time to the 
reports of the various committees, 
we quote from the report of the 
chairman of the committee who 
investigated the supervisors and 
purchasing agent as follows: 

“The supervisors are living up 
to the provisions of the county 

F charter to the best of their ability. 
|Conditions in general ,are very 
good. All purchases are handled 
in a very intelligent manner, com- 
plete records being kept of all 
i transactions, and in the opinion of 
the committee the supervisors and 
‘purchasing agent are to be con- 
gratulated on the way they are 
handling the business of the coun- 
a 

The committee on the auditor 
and treasurer report: 

“The auditor’s office has been 
fully investigated by a firm of cer- 
tified public accountants, the Ful- 
ler & Eadie Company. 

Would Raise Treasurer’s Pay 

“The committee called on the 
treasurer on the first of November, 
that being the time when the 
books are checked up with the aud- 
itor. We find our treasurer per- 
sonally looks after every detail of 
the office. He is mindful of the 
interests of the county and keeps 
his county funds deposited in 
banks, drawing interest. He is 
fully protected in these deposits 
as required by law and has receiv- 
ed bonds in lieu of the moneys 
deposited. We counted the cash 
in hand and verified all deposits 
made in banks. We believe that 
in our treasurer the county has a 
thoroughly efficient man. We be- 
lieve, also, that at a salary of 
$200 per month our treasurer is 
considerably underpaid, and we 
recommend that steps be taken to 
see that he is paid an adequate 
salary for his splendid services.” 

In regard to assessor and tax 
collector the committee state: 

“We found in the county tax 
collector’s office a very efficient 
book-keeping system, and find our 
tex collector a very efficient man, 
in our judgment. He has every- 
thing at his finger tips and every 
question asked was immediately 
answered in a very satisfactory 
manner. The expense of the of- 
fice, in which we were chiefly in- 
terested, in our judgment is less 
than we can conduct the same 
amount of business in our own of- 
fice. In other words, we think our 
tax collector is conducting his of- 
fice at the least possible expense. 
We wish also to say that we think 
he is very considerably underpaid. 
His salary is $200 per month, and 
there is no question but what he 
could command a much larger sal- 
ary elsewhere. 

Cement Plants Investigated 
“Ag to the assessor, we find 

everything in his office in a most 
satisfactory condition, Our as- 
sessor is a very efficient officer 
and has done everything possible 
to protect the interests of the 
county. As an illustration of his 
work this year, in order to prop- 
erly list certain properties it was 
necessary to carry on an investi- 
gation of cement plants at an ad- 
ditional expense of $600. He se 
cured the permission of the Board 
of Supervisors to expend this sum, 
and in one instance he was en- 
abled to collect $21,000 more in 
taxes from one cement plant 
alone; hence the $600 was abun- 
dantly justified. 

“In view of the fact that the of- 
fice of assessor is of great import- 
ance to the county, we have done 
a material amount of work in 
looking into its affairs on behalf 
of the taxpayers. Perhaps you are 
already familiar with the enor- 
mous amount of work necessary to 
handle the assessor's office in the 
County of San Bernardino, which 
comprises an area of 20,157 square 
miles. The state of Massachusetts 
contains 8,266 square miles, New 
Jersey 8,224 square miles, Rhode 
Island 2,370 square miles, Dela- 
ware 1,248 square miles, making 
a total of 20,108 square miles, as 
compared with the area of San 
Bernardino County of 20,157 square 
miles. In the past comparisons 
have been made between this coun- 
ty and Orange County, whose area 
is 780 square miles, or about 1-26th 
the size of our county. It is im- 
possible to justly compare the two 
counties differing so vastly in area. 

Comparison Heid Impossible

Orange County is $146,732,680, and 
the oil and gas produced there was 
$40,000,000, leaving all other prop- 
erty at about $106,000,000, San 
Bernardino County is assessed at 
$69,083,745.

The committee on public build- 
ings congratulates the voters of 
San Bernardino County for their 
recent action in voting bonds to 
build the new courthouse. Under 
these conditions there is little to 
be said on public buildings; with 
the exception that we urge the 
Board of Supervisors to at once 
take steps to build an addition to 
the Detention Home where a cer- 
tain class of diseased patients may 
be segregated. It is morally wrong 
to have this class of patients mix- 
ed in with the other inmates of 
the Detention Home and immed- 
iate steps should be taken in this 


matter. 

The horticultural commissioner, 
the committee reports, has his of- 
fice in fine shape, and your jury- 
men know that he has been @ 
faithful officer, performing his dut- 
ies in a highly satisfactory man- 
ner.
